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PREFACE 


IN presenting these volumes to the public, the Editor feels that a brief 
survey of their contents is needed as a guide to their use. He therefore 
gives herein— 

1. A few notes as to the form and setting of the documents reduced 
to print in Volume I. 

2. An indication of the kind of information to be culled from them. 

3. A general sketch of the scheme adopted in the Classified Summary 
and the Alphabetical Indexes of Volume II. ; and 

4. A few directions as to the most effectual method of dealing with 
the materials for the purposes of history. 

He has added a word or two as to— 

5. The stores of information he has gathered in the prosecution of 
his task which could not be included in these two volumes; and of 

6, Grateful acknowledgment to library officials and to personal 
friends, where they are undoubtedly due. 

1. First, then, THr Form anp SETTING OF THE OriGINAL Docu- 
MENTS.—As now for the first time completely reproduced in print, they 
form the Text contained in Volume I. 

The reproduction has been made as exact as possible. In many 
instances special type had to be founded in order to give the abbrevia- 
tions and pointing of the originals. The Editor cannot hope to have 
avoided all error ; but, in every stage of the correction of proof, comparison 
has been made direct with the original, so as to reduce the possibility of 
error to the minimum, 

The Documents here reproduced fall into two groups : I. Episcopal 
Returns, and II. State Papers. 

I. The Episcopat Returns are those made by order of Archbishop 
Sheldon in 1665, in 1669, and in 1676. 

(i.) Text.—It does not present the whole of them, but such as are 
preserved in Vol. 639 of the Codices Tenisoniani in the Lambeth 
Palace Library. 
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Of the 1665 Returns (very few of which are preserved) I have 
printed only those reporting Nonconformist physicians and schoolmasters, 
or the whereabouts and attitude of ministers ejected in 1662. 

The Returns of 1669 are much more complete, and report in tabular 
form the Nonconformist Conventicles discovered in each Diocese ; the 
particulars furnished concerning them being: (1) the parishes and houses 
in them in which the Conventicles were held ; (2) the numbers, and 
(3) the ‘quality’ of those attending them; as well as the names of 
(4) many of their principal ‘ Abettors’; and (5) the ‘Heads and 
Teachers’ who conducted the services. 

The 1676 Returns gave a Religious Census of every Parish in 
England and Wales. ‘The Returns are preserved complete in the William 
Salt Library at Stafford. Duplicates of only two or three are preserved 
in Vol. 639, and these have been reproduced im situ. ‘The particulars 
given are: (1) the number of inhabitants; (2) the number of Papist 
recusants ; and (3) the number of ‘ persistent Sectaries ’—in other words, 
of Protestant Nonconformists. 

In Vol. 639 the Returns for 1669 and 1676 stand before those for 1665. 
They are ‘reproduced’ in this volume in that order. ‘Their tabular 
form is also retained, in order to make the reproduction as close as 
possible. [This necessitated the printing of this section ‘ oblong,’ and 
the reading of it sideways. ‘The Editor trusts the student will feel that 
the clearness and regularity of the setting will more than compensate 
for any inconvenience involved in the use of this part of the book. ] 

(i1.) Pagination—The figures following the letter R (which is the 
abbreviated symbol adopted throughout the work for ‘ Episcopal 
Returns’) in the left-hand margin of these tables are the numbers of the 
pages in Vol. 639. In the original, the pagination numbers are placed 
on only one side of each leaf (the side which is on the reader’s right in 
every opening); the other side, or back of the leaf (which is on the 
reader’s left in each opening), is in these volumes indicated by the letter 
b following the pagination number of the original. 

The only exceptions to this tabular arrangement in the Episcopal 
Returns are those for the Diocese of Durham and the Archdeaconries 
of Chester and Richmond ; so that these are printed (upright) in the 
ordinary way, as are the Returns for 1665. 

II. The Licence Documents.—These consist of two volumes of 
State Papers and three Entry Books. 

1. The two volumes of State Papers are calendared as ‘State Papers, 
Domestic Series, Charles II., Vols. 320 and 321,’ or (to use the abbrevia- 
tions always employed in applying for them in the Research Reading- 
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Room of the Record Office) S$. P. Dom. Car. II. 320, and S. P. Dom. 
ar, 11) 327: 

(i.) Form of the Text.—Most of the papers bound together in these 
two volumes are Memoranda of application for Licences under Charles’s 
Indulgence, or of receipts for them when they were taken away from 
Whitehall. But they also contain other series of documents of great 
interest and historical importance. There are thirty-two formal 
Petitions to the King for Licences, and five Addresses of Thanks to him 
either for his gracious Declaration of Indulgence or for Licences already 
secured under it. There are also (especially in the earlier part of Vol. 320) 
several documents which give us an official view (a view gained in the 
office of Lord Arlington) of the inception of the Indulgence, and the 
determination alike of the exact forms which Licences were to take, and 
of the methods to be used in the actual administration of the Indulgence. 

One of the most important of these is a series of letters addressed to 
Lord Arlington, or (more frequently) to Sir Joseph Williamson (his 
Chief Secretary) by Dr. John Butler, a Church dignitary who acted as 
intermediary between the Whitehall officials and the Nonconformists of 
London. Another is a set of drafts of the three kinds of Licences 
which were issued to approved applicants.* And yet a third most 
interesting series is of what may be called ‘derelict’ Licences; actual 
Licence-forms more or less completely filled up, signed, and dated, and 
yet never taken away from Whitehall. We have also a brief corre- 
spondence between a Nonconformist minister, a Nonconformist doctor, 
Colonel Blood, and Sir Joseph Williamson, which casts a vivid sidelight 
on the question whether fees could be charged for securing Licences, 
or whether it was not the intention of the King that Licences should 
be given without expense to the applicant. 

(ii.) Pagination.—It is clear that. there have been (at least) two 
arrangements and registers of these papers. 

At first they were kept loose in brown paper parcels. When soarranged, 
each leaf, whether detached or part of a folded sheet, was separately 
numbered at foot of right corner. But they were subsequently rearranged, 
and mounted so as to be bound in Book-covers or Albums, which are 
calendared as Vols. 320 and 321 of the State Papers of Charles the 
Second’s Reign ; and when so re-set the numbering was, not of leaves, 
but of complete papers, whether consisting of single leaves, small slips or 
scraps of paper, or folded sheets of several pages in length; the figures 
being then written in pencil on the right top corner of the first page in

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each. It is these pencilled numbers which are used in all the references 
in the Calendar of State Papers, and it is these which are used through- 
out the present work. The abbreviations ‘320’ and ‘321’ are employed 
to indicate S. P. Dom. Car. II. 320, and S. P. Dom. Car. II. 321, and 
the figure following is the number of the paper in each album-volume. 

2. The three Entry Books are catalogued as §. P. Dom. Entry Book 
27, Entry Book 38a, and Entry Book 388. [The official abbreviations 
are E. B. 27, E. B. 384, and E. B. 383. For greater brevity and 
distinctness the symbols employed throughout this work for these three 
are B. (for Book), E. (for Entry), and I. (for Index).] 

(i.) Zext—(1) ‘E. B.27’ isan Entry Book for the record or registra- 
tion of ecclesiastical appointments in the gift of the King, by far the 
largest part of the entries having been made by Sir John Trevor. The 
special interest attaching to the record of the fifty Licences here 
entered is that they were treated by Trevor as ecclesiastical benefices 
in the Royal gift; and the first and last of them are found on the 
same pages with Royal ‘appointments to livings or official positions in 
the Established Episcopal Church. 

(2) ‘E. B. 38a’ is an Entry Book devoted entirely to the entry of 
Licences granted under the Declaration of Indulgence, kept by Sir 
Joseph Williamson for Lord Arlington, whose ‘Lodgings,’ or office, 
were the headquarters for the administration of the Indulgence. The 
clerical detail of the work was committed by Sir Joseph to his chief 
clerk, Francis Benson, and the greater number of the entries are in 
Francis Benson’s hand. ‘This is the Book which has been most largely 
used by students of Nonconformist history ; by a very few directly in 
its original MS. form ; by many more, only indirectly, in the Calendar 
of State Papers. The rest of this group, indeed, have scarcely been 
touched, even by the most ardent and eager. 

(3) ‘E. B. 388’ is a very imperfect Index to the Licences entered 
in E. B. 38a. The latter were entered simply in the order in which 
the Licences were made out. In this Index they are re-entered in a 
more condensed form under the head of the Counties in which were 
situated the places for which Licences were granted. The Counties are 
arranged in an inexact alphabetical order, the right-hand margin of the 
book being indented so as to show the names of the Counties in alphabetical 
succession down the edge ; while reference is made easier by a marginal 
column on the left hand of each page, in which are written the names of 
the towns or parishes for which the Licences are available. 

But the entries cover only three months out of the eleven during 
which the Indulgence was in force, and even for these three months the 
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tabulation is by no means complete. Of the Counties, Northumber- 
land is not included, and none of the Licences for London are entered 
at all. 

The reduction to printer’s type of the entries in all three of these 
Entry Books has been made as exact as possible, the actual spelling in 
the original being preserved, whether correct or incorrect (according to 
modern standards of accuracy); and all contractions and punctuation 
points are given faithfully in every line of every page. 

(ii.) Pagination.—In E. B. 27 (B) the pagination numbers are given 
as in the Episcopal Returns. 

In E. B. 38a (E) the figures following E are those placed in pencil at 
the corners of each page in the original (the left-hand top corner of the 
left-hand page, and the right-hand top corner of the right-hand page in 
each opening). 

In E. B. 388 (I) there is no pagination ; but the pages are indicated 
as /, left, and 7, right, on each page-opening in succession. 

2. TuHeEtr Hisroricat SiGNiFicance.—The information contained 
in these Documents covers only the first fourteen years of Nonconformity 
—viz., 1662-1676. But the Returns for 1676 convey no definite personal 
information. ‘Those preserved in Vol. 639 of the Tenison MSS. are 
very few in number, and consist simply of schedules of figures, contain- 
ing no names whatever, save those of the clergy who made the returns. 
So that beyond the month of February 1672 the documents reproduced 
in this work give no material of personal interest ; and hence it may be 
said that they are almost wholly concerned with the history of the 
first Decade of Nonconformity (1662-1672). 

The Episcopal Returns give us the testimony of the clergy and 
hierarchy of the Established Church as to the ‘locale,’ the numbers, and 
the character of the Nonconformist clergy and laity in their several 
parishes, in that ten years of attempted suppression under the Penal 
Statutes passed by the two Houses of Parliament ; in 1662, the Act of 
Uniformity; in 1664, the First Conventicle Act; and in 1665, The 
Five Mile Act. 

The ’65 Returns tell us the ‘whereabouts’ and attitude towards 
Church and State of the ministers who had been ejected three years 
before (in 1662). ‘They also report such schoolmasters and physicians 
as are not duly licenced by the ecclesiastical authorities, or are suspected 
of disaffection to Church or State. 

The ’69 Returns report the Conventicles still held by Noncon- 
- formists, despite the legal penalties to which they were exposed ; and 
give, in addition to the names of their Teachers and principal sup- 
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porters (or ‘Abettors’), the official estimate of their numbers, their 
social status, and their financial position. 

In a word, the Episcopal Returns present us with a picture of the 
despised and persecuted Nonconformists, sketched by the hand of their 
pitiless persecutors. 

In the Licence Documents, on the other hand, we have information 
about them furnished, incidentally and unintentionally, by the Noncon- 
formists themselves ; information, directly and wholly personal, touching 
their numbers and strength, in the eleven months of ‘liberty ’_granted to 
such as ‘desired’ or asked for it, under the Indulgence declared by 
Charles on March 15, 1674. 

Of Communities or Churches, however, the information furnished 
by either set of documents is very slight indeed. 

The Bishops recognized neither Churches nor clergy among those 
who would not conform in everything to their Church as by law 
established. Had they not unfrocked the clergy by ejectment on 
Bartholomew’s Day? and had they not unchurched the laity by 
excommunicating them? 

Even in the ’65 Returns the ejected ministers are reported as men 
who had lost their clerical status, and who were now merely lay 
parishioners, either pursuing secular callings or living on their estates as 
private gentlemen: and in the ’69 Returns they are referred to in yet 
more contemptuous terms; never as ‘ministers’ of the congregations 
to which they preach; almost always simply as ‘Heads’ and ‘Teachers,’ 
or (at most) as ‘Preachers,’ and often only as ‘one so-and-so,’ quite 
inconspicuous and utterly unknown, though many of them had held 
important livings in the Established Church, 

From the nature of the case, it is only the 69 Returns which could 
report Communities or Churches. But the Congregations returned as 
gathering in Conventicles are not recognized by these Clerical informers 
as Communities at all, much less as organized ‘Churches.’ To them 
each is simply a concourse of excommunicate ‘atoms,’ gathered either 
under the impulse of a common aversion to the doctrine and discipline 
of the Church of England as by law established, or by the perverse 
fascination exercised by the talking gifts of the ‘ ejected.’ 

Nor is much more to be gathered from the Licence documents of 
1672. Licences were made out only to individuals. In no single case 
was a Licence issued to a community or congregation. Hence the three 
Entry Books give us no information whatever as to Nonconformist 
Churches. As far as these three books go, there might not be a single 
Nonconformist Church in existence up to February, 1673. 
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It is so, too, with the applications for Licences. In almost every case 
application is made for individuals that they may be personally licenced 
(1) as ‘Teachers,’ either ‘in general,’ with a roving commission or authority 
to preach in any ‘allowed’ or licensed place, or as Teacher in one 
named place, authorizing them to conduct public worship or religious 
services there; or (2) as Householders, permitting them to use their 
houses—usually ‘a Room or Rooms’ in them—as Meeting-Places in 
which members of one special Sect or ‘ Perswasion’ might assemble for 
' their ¢ Public worship or devotion.’ The only exceptions are a few cases 
in which the application takes the form of a Petition addressed directly 
to the King, and then the difference is not in the substance of the Petition, 
but in the description given of the Petitioners by themselves. In most cases, 
even here, the Petitioners describe themselves simply as Inhabitants of such 
and such a town or parish or district, their common tie being only that of 
locality. But six Petitions have this special characteristic—that the peti- 
tioners do not disguise the spiritual relations which bind them to each 
other, and make them spiritual Communities. In two the petitioners 
appear before the King as members of a ‘ Congregation,’ distinctly appeal- 
ing to him ‘ on behalf of themselves and the rest of their congregation.’* 
In one other they describe themselves as a ‘ Congregational Church’; + 
and in three more—one in Suffolk and two in Devon—they do not 
hesitate to use the word ‘ Church,’ in each instance, with simple dignity, 
appealing to the King as ‘a Church of Christ.’{ 

Is it not more than a coincidence that in each instance this ‘ High- 
Churchly’ claim is made by Congregationalists—men unsurpassed among 
Protestant Nonconformists for the loftiness of their views, the breadth of 
their theology, and the simplicity of their organization ? 

In view of all these facts, however, the historian of ‘ Organized 
Dissent’ can find little to help him in these ‘ Original Records,’ 

But the stores of information contained in them about individual 
Nonconformists—and these the pioneers, the heroes, and the martyrs of 
Nonconformity—constitute a rich, even a priceless, treasure. 

Of the ministers ejected in 1662, facts may be gathered here, and at 
first hand, which are not to be found elsewhere. Where these grand 
men were, and what was the character and extent of their active 
service, in the years 1665, 1669, and 1672, is given us in these 
documents on evidence no one can gainsay. And a multitude of 
stalwart Nonconformists, women as well as men, are here brought to 


light, whose deeds should be preserved and whose memories should be

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cherished, as the true Peerage of Stuart Puritanism, the genuine 
aristocracy of Nonconformity. 

3. CiassirigED SUMMARY AND ALPHABETICAL INDExEs.—But how, 
from such a confused mass of material, is anyone to cull the particular 
information which he desires? The eight or nine thousand names con- 
tained in the 600 pages of the first volume of this work are presented to 
the searcher in a state of absolute chaos, so that the information wanted 
concerning any special place or house or person could be procured only 
by long and toilsome search.* : 

To minimize the labour, the Editor has drawn up the Classified 
Summary and the Alphabetical Indexes. 

The task was not an easy one. Revision and corrections almost 
without end have been necessary, and even in passing the work through 
the press the Editor discovered a host of errors and omissions, which 
have had to be inserted on slips as ‘Errata and Addenda.’ It has been 
as mortifying to him as he fears it will prove annoying to the student ; 
but he can only ask ‘indulgence,’ in view of the formidable mass of 
material to be handled and sifted, And he has this confidence that such 
indulgence will be granted most readily by those who have had most 
experience of what such work involves, 

In the Classified Summary all the references to any one person are 
arranged in the order of date: (i.) in 765, and (ii.) in 69, from the 
Episcopal Returns (R); and (iii.) in ’72, from the Licence documents 
(B. E. and I). 

The personal names are arranged under the name of the Place 
where the Person lived or exercised an active ministry, the rule of 
arrangement being to place the Teachers first in the list and the 
Householders after. 

Further, the place-names are arranged under the heads of the Counties 
to which they belong, their order in each County being typographical, so 
that their local relations may be realized the more easily. The principle 


* In what follows the Editor has no desire to belittle the splendid work embodied 
in the Indexes to the Calendar of State Papers. It is a magnificent piece of work, 
carried through with marvellous accuracy. In the course of the closest examination 
of the references to the documents here reproduced, he has found only two or three 
mistakes. 

The arrangement of the Calendar, however, makes it of little use for the purposes 
of a work like this. The principle of that arrangement is strictly chronological. 
The précis of all the documents bearing the same date follow each other in the 
pages of the Calendar, without any regard to their subject-matter ; so that sections of 
these documents which follow on in the original are separated in the Calendar if 
they differ in date. 

The objects of the Editor, on the other hand, have been topical, topographical, 
and denominational; the significance of chronological data being left for separate 
and subsequent treatment. 
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of arrangement varies slightly in different Counties. In some, where the 
land-surface is little diversified, it follows simply the points of the 
compass; but in others, where high hill-ridges or great mountain masses 
constitute natural barriers to movement, the valleys, which always 
determine the course of streams and rivers, give also the natural course of 
spiritual developments, and have furnished the line of arrangement of the 
towns and villages which have grown up along them. 

And, finally, the Counties themselves are arranged in six groups, 
which, on the whole, commended themselves to the Editor as the most 
natural and most practically useful. The more graphically and vividly 
to illustrate this natural connection between different communities in 
the same county or district, the Editor had prepared a series of County 
maps, in which only those places were marked which are referred to in 
these ‘ Original Documents.’ But the question of cost compelled him 
to abandon his original purpose of inserting these County maps at the 
beginning of each County section. 

It should be added that each County List is divided into four 
Sections, according to the denomination, ‘ perswasion,’ or ‘judgment’ of 
the persons concerned. ‘The first is of ‘ Presbyterians,’ the second is of 
‘ Congregationalists’ or ‘Independents,’ the third is of ‘ Baptists’ or 
‘ Anabaptists,’ and the fourth is of ‘Quakers’; while, in some cases, 
where special notice was given to them in the Episcopal Returns, a fifth 
is added of Roman Catholics or Papists. 

The chaos of names in the original documents has thus been reduced 
to an intelligible order in the Classified Summary. 

Still, it would not be easy to light upon any particular place-name 
whose Nonconformist connections (in this first decade of Noncon- 
formist history) the Student desired to investigate, and still less easy 
would it be to ‘look up’ the name of any one person in whom he had 
any special interest. The Editor has therefore added three Alphabetical 
Indexes : the first of Place-names ; the second of the names of Teachers; 
and the third asomewhat miscellaneous one, of Householders, and others 
who cannot be reckoned as either Teachers or as Householders in the 
technical sense of owning a house used as a Meeting-Place for Non- 
conformist services. In this last list of ‘ Householders, etc.,’ will be 
found also the names of (1) ‘ Abettors,’ or influential supporters of 
-Conventicles reported in 1669, indicated by an A printed in the margin ; 
(2) Signatories of Petitions presented in 1672, and preserved in 820 and 
321, indicated by SP in the margin; and (3) Licence-Agents, or, more 
precisely, these who, in 1672, personally presented applications for 
Licences at Whitehall, or took them away from Whitehall when 


granted, either for themselves or others, indicated by a marginal L. 
b 
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In the first and second Indexes the references will be found to be 
direct to the Classified Summary in the bulk of Vol. IL, and only 
indirectly (through the references there given under each name) to the 
Original Documents reproduced in Vol. I. And it is the same with the 
names of licenced Householders in Index III. But in the case of 
‘ Abettors,’ ‘Signatories of Petitions,’ and ‘ Licence-Agents,’ the refer- 
ences are direct to the pages of Vol. I., in which (1) the Episcopal 
Returns report the ‘ Abettors’; (2) the Petitions are given to which the 
names of the Signatories are attached ; or (3) the Licence-documents 
occur, which are either signed by the Licence-Agent referred to, or are 
manifestly in his handwriting. These references are made direct, 
because to have included all these names in the Classified Summary 
would have unduly swollen its bulk. 

In these Alphabetical Indexes, moreover, the student will observe 
that the name is not followed immediately and simply by the numerals 
indicating all references to the name. ‘To spare the student unnecessary 
toil, the Editor has interposed between the name and the numerals two 
symbols which he hopes will economize time and facilitate research. The 
first capital letters—in accordance with a List of Abbreviations prefixed to 
the Classified Summary as a whole (p. 628)—indicate the County to which 
the place or the person belongs, so that the student will look up only the 
references to the County with which he is concerned ; and the second 
(enclosed within brackets) indicate the Sect or Denomination represented 
either in the place or by the person named, so that the special denomi- 
national interest of the student may find a guide to that of which he is 
in search, 

4. Direcrions For THE UsE oF THESE VoLuMES.—By the expert 
this section may be passed over as unnecessary. To a novice, however, 
a few directions may not be without value. 

Is what he desires light on the early history of Nonconformity 
throughout a County? He has simply to turn to that County-name in 
Index I., and on the pages (of Vol. II.) there given he will find the 
whole of the references in these documents to Nonconformists of every 
name and denomination in every place in that County which was 
visited by the Nonconformist movement in this decade. 

Or is it the Nonconformity in general in any particular district ? 
By turning up the name of any one place in that district, he will find 
not only all the information available about that place, but on the same 
page, or on pages preceding or following it, information about places 
near it which had, in all probability, Nonconformist connections with it. 

Or is it the Denominational history of one particular place he is

investigating ? He will find any information regarding it which is 
contained in these documents indicated under the place-name on the 
page or pages indicated in the Index. 

Tf, on the other hand, he wants to gather original information for 
this period about a special individual, a process of sifting should first be 
performed. ‘That individual may have his namesakes in other places and 
in counties other than his own, and quite possibly in other sects ; so that 
it will save the student unnecessary trouble if he look up only those page- 
numbers which have prefixed to them the symbols of the County and of 
the denomination in which he is specially interested : (Q) if it be 
‘Friends’ or ‘ Quakers’; (B) if it be Baptists; (C) if it be Inde- 
pendents or Congregationalists ; and (P) if it be Presbyterians. 

It should be added that if the student knows his hero to be a Con- 
gregationalist, he will be wise to turn up the pages indicated by figures 
following (P) as well. In those days the two denominations were not 
very clearly differentiated, as no synodal system had at all generally been 
established in either England or Wales, and many persons and com- 
munities were vaguely described as Presbyterians, simply because 
they had broken with Episcopalianism, and are scarcely to be distin- 
guished, either in their tenets or Ecclesiastical connections, from Con- 
gregationalists or Independents. One special word of warning, too, 
may be useful for the student of Baptist history. It was true then, as 
it is true now, that Baptists and Independents were equally Congre- 
gational in Church organization or polity. And many Baptists, especi- 
ally in Bedfordshire and Bucks, following the lead of John Bunyan, 
described themselves in their applications for Licences, and were described 
in the Licences as issued, as Congregational.* 

On turning to the references given after any name in the Classified 
Summary, the natural and only satisfactory method to pursue is as 
follows : 

If the name is that of a Teacher, Preacher, or Minister (indi- 
cated by the abbreviation [t'] following the name), when the name 
is printed in heavy type the student may at once conclude that he 
was one of those ‘ ejected’ in 1662 ; and in nearly every case he will 
find a reference to the notice of that minister given by Calamy (as re- 
vised and supplemented by Palmer) in his ‘ Nonconformists’ Memorial.’t 
Extracting the information there given, he will use it as a foun- 


* John Bunyan thought that a difference of view on the mode of administra- 
tion of Christian Baptism, on the epoch in the Christian course at which it should 
be administered, or even on the exact significance to be attached to the rite itself 
should not be made a dividing line between the great anti-prelatical or non-Episco- 
palian bodies of Protestant Nonconformists. ‘

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dation on which to build his story, or as an outline to be filled in by 
any further information furnished in these ‘Original Records.’ ‘The 
latter may, especially in the West, give (1) the place of his residence 
in 1665 ; (2) the area of his ‘ illegal’ ministerial activities in 1669 ; and 
(3) decide the question whether or no he sought a Licence in 1672 ; 
and, if he succeeded, for what place or places he secured the Royal 
authority. If he was so licenced in the first three months succeeding 
the publication of the Indulgence, the student may be fortunate enough 
to learn, from references in 320 or 321, whether his application was made 
early or not, and by whom the application was ‘ put in’ at Whitehall, 
whether by the applicant himself or by some Licence-Agent. Indeed, 
he may sometimes be able to gather whether the application was attended 
to promptly, or only after reiterated attempts. 

If, however, the name which is the centre of the student’s interest 
is that of a Householder who desired that his dwelling should be 
used as an authorized Meeting-place for Nonconformist worship and 
Puritan preaching, the fact is indicated by the abbreviation (m. pl.) 
following it. In that case there will naturally be no reference in the 
Returns of ’65. But in those of ’69 we may find him reported (in the 
first column of the Episcopal Return) as holding a Conventicle, often 
most vividly described in the other columns, both as to the numbers 
frequenting it, the ‘quality’ of those who attend it, as well as the 
names of influential parishioners who maintained and encouraged it, and 
of the Teachers or Preachers who ministered to it. In many instances 
caustic comments are added which give graphic pictures of the men and 
women named. Still further, any Nonconformist who feels that he is 
honoured by a Nonconformist ancestry may find references which 
clearly show that in that first decade of Nonconformity some one in his 
ancestral line was to be found among the stalwarts of those early days, 
either reported as ‘ Abettor’ of some Conventicle in 1669, with his 
social status given by the Bishop’s informant, or as of sufficient promin- 
ence and influence in his community as to be a signatory of a Petition 
to the King; or perchance a resident in London in 1672 who acted as 
Licence-Agent for his co-religionists ‘in Town’ or in the provinces. 

5. INFORMATION PERFORCE EXCLUDED FROM THESE VOLUMES.—In 
the course of a close study of these documents, as well as of other State 
Papers, University archives, and parochial records contemporary with 
them, the Editor gathered a large fund of information which has made 
many of those named in these Volumes live again as leaders of an 
exceeding great army of spiritual champions of Truth and Liberty. 

The story of the Licence-Agents, for example, has in several instances 
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become full and clear. The careers of Dr. John Butler, Colonel Blood, 
and John Hickes, in particular, have been rewritten with greater 
accuracy and richness of detail than can be found elsewhere. And of 
Richard Steele, James Innes, junr., and many others of the one hundred 
and thirty who did this useful work, the account gathered by a patient 
analysis of the documents to which their names are appended makes 
their work a living thing. 

The historical occasion for each set of Episcopal Returns, and the 
light thrown upon the individual Reports by the known character and 
career of the several Bishops, has given to each a deeper interest 
and added historic value. The true history of the Declaration of 
Indulgence, which has been so well told by Mr. F. W. Bate, and with 
such wealth of reference to contemporary literature, has yet been ampli- 
fied and clarified by these State Papers. 

Careful comparison of the Addresses and Petitions has resulted in 
inferences of great interest and significance as to their genesis. 

The detailed examination of the ‘derelict’ Licences, too, has brought 
to light much unexpected information. Special study of the topography 
of Whitehall, aided by plans of contemporary authority, has furnished 
these Indulgence negotiations and activities with a clear-cut setting 
which serves to give reality alike to the actors and the scene. And an 
analytic review of these Original Records has crystallized in certain 
general conclusions as to the strength of Nonconformity in its several 
sections which should not be without interest to the Historian of 
Religious Life in England in the early part of Charles the Second’s 
reign. 

The Editor had hoped to present all this in an Introductory section 
of the First Volume. Fortunately, he did not promise it, as the expense 
of publishing so great a bulk of additional matter puts its incorporation 
in these two Volumes quite out of the question. He has therefore been 
compelled to keep it back until adequate demand for it would justify 
the financial venture of its publication as ‘ Vol. III., Expository and 
Historical.’ 

6. ACKNOWLEDGMENTS.— The Editor cannot close this Preface with- 
out gratefully acknowledging the unfailing courtesy of the officials both 
at Lambeth and the Record Office. He cannot refrain from noting the 
promptitude with which permission to publish the Episcopal Returns 
was given by the Archbishop of Canterbury, through the kindly offices 
of Mr. S. W. Kershaw, the Librarian, as a signal proof of the changes 
which have taken place since the days of Laud and Sheldon. The 
assistance given him by the superintendents in the Research-Room 
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of the Public Record Office is only typical of the considerate treatment 
given there to all historical students. 

Nor must he fail to own his indebtedness to the learned Editor of 
the Transactions of the Congregational Historical Society. It was in 
response to a challenge thrown out in the Transactions for September, 
1904, that he set about a task which has so grown in magnitude and 
scope as scarcely to suggest its first inception. 

Still less can he omit to recognize the prompt generosity with which 
the appeal made in his circular of more than two years ago was 
responded to by the late Right Hon. Lord Winterstoke, and by his old 
friends, George $. Claydon, Esq., of Oldham, and Edwin Carter, Esq., 
of Lower Clapton. Had it not been for the encouragement given him 
by them, and the fifty or sixty subscribers who then applied for copies 
of the work, he would not have ventured on the enterprise. 

He can only hope that the facilities herein given to further research 
may increase interest in the history of the first decade of Noncon- 
formity, and stimulate some to a more vivid presentation of local 
Nonconformist history or of the story of individual Nonconformist heroes,
